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T IS PLEASANT to note that Francie L. Jones, head of 


the employment service of the Department of Commerce, 
sees 1929 as an unusually favorable period for automotive 
labor. As a matter of fact the year 1928 was increasingly 
a prosperous year for automotive labor. In November 
employment in the automobile factories was 37 per cent. 
ahead of its level during the same month in 1927, and the 
amount paid to the workers was 40 per cent. ahead. At the 
same time employment in tire factories was up 17 per cent., 
and the pay roll was up 23 per cent. 

The month of November is a good measuring stick for 
purposes of comparison, because at that time production is 
usually at about the lowest ebb of the year. There is little 
question that employment in automotive plants at the present 
time is running far ahead of the figure for January, 1928, 
and there is no indication of reduced production for many 
months ahead. 

In the final analysis employment is the true gauge of 
a country’s prosperity. Not only does a heavy pay roll 
mean heavy production by the employers, but it holds up 
the market for the very commodities that are being made. 
Henry Ford once remarked that the way to cure a period 
of depression was to increase wages to bring labor back 
into the market to make purchases. There is food for 
thought in the idea. 


West Coast Industry 

OST OF US in the East think of California as defi- 
M nitely an agricultural state, with orange groves, wheat 
fields and climate as its principal products, and movies as 
its one major industry. Not so long ago this was true, but 
within the Jast two or three vears California has begun the 
creation of an industrial life that bids fair to have a large 
effect on all American industry. 

Right now California has motor vehicle manufacturing 
plants which place it pretty close to the second automotive 
manufacturing section of the country, some jumps behind 
Detroit. Chevrolet, Durant, Chrysler, and a number of 
other vehicle manufacturers maintain huge plants in Cali- 
fornia to supply that all-year market. 

And now the tire companies are following the example! 
of the vehicle makers by establishing huge Pacific Coast 
plants to supply a hungry market, without the need for the 
long haul half way across the continent. Some weeks ago 
The Automotive Daily News chronicled the opening of the 
Firestone factory in California, which is now turning out 
7,500 tires per day. Goodrich and the Samson factories are 
also turning out 7,500 tires per day each, and the Goodyear 
California will soon be producing 12,000 casings every 
working day. 

Perhaps the future may hold a place in industry for 

California that will be even more important than her 
place in agriculture.

To old timers it will bring back memories to hear that 
Knox Motors Company of Springfield, Mass., which has 
been supplying parts for the old Knox car, has closed up. The 
Knox was a considerable factor in the Eastern market some 
years ago and was prominently identified with Glidden tours 
and other sporting events.

Turnover in 1927 *: 


By JOHN C. WETMORE 
OS ANGELES, Jan. 21.—By 
way of a followup to the new 

Passenger car registration figures, 

complete for the entire United 

States for October, together with 

an able and comprehensive anal- 
ysis of them so far as that month 

went by our news editor, both of 
which appeared in the December 
20 issue of Automotive Daily 

News, I submit herewith a review 
of aggregate totals “to date.” 

In view of the fact that sales in 
the first ten months accounted for 
91.4 per cent. of the year’s total of 
1927 and 90 per cent. in 1926, these 
1928 figures up to the end of Octo- 
ber should give a pretty fair idea of 
what happened in the retail auto- 
mobile business last year, interesting 
as will be the November and De- 
cember registrations when they are 
received for the country at large. 

The monthly totals “to date” set 
forth below tell of sales progress 
from month to month until in May 
the 1927 showing was passed, and 
how from that month on the per- 
centage gains over the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year 
gradually grew, until at the end of 
October they were 16.3 per cent 
ahead of last year. 

How bright, in fact practically 
certain, is the prospect that, when 
the twelve months’ figures are all 
in, sales in the banner year of the 
industry will be found to have been 
beaten in 1928, since at the end of 
October registrations “to date” were 


only 81.801 behind the 3,146,736 to- 
tal of 1926. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to 
note that, leaving Ford out of the 
calculation, ten months’ sales of all 
other makes were 417,735 or 20.9 
per cent. ahead of those of this 
period of 1927.
